Before  we  consider  what  Mississippi  College 
has  {done  for  the  medical  profession,  let  uJ 
alder  for  a moment  what  the  profession  atands 
for  ^ud  what  it  ia  supposed  to  accomplish.  [some 
one  has  said,  and  wisely  so,  that  to  be  ai  phy- 
sician in  the  fullest  sense  of  the  teriq^onp  has 
to  be,  first  and  foremost,  a man  in  every  refcpect. 
1 do  not  know  who  said  it,  but  I am  sure  ttjat  he 
was;a  Christian  physician  himself,  for  only]  such 
a man  can  possibly  know  just  how  close  and 
intimate  a physician  gets  to  his  patient. 

\ye  shall,  then,  take  up  the  things  that  [go  to 
make,  first  of  all,  an  all  round  man,  and  set  how 
Mississippi  College  does  her  share  toward  pro- 
duciig  these  results,  and.  Incidentally,  hojv  she 
prepares  the  embryonic  medicos  for  wtjat  is 
lutef  on  to  be  their  life  work.  These  thlhgs — 
call  them  necessary  attributes  if  you  likej — are 
physical,  mental,’  moral  and  social. 

What  does  Mississippi  College  do  toward  per- 
fecting the  physical  man?  Does  she  say  you]  must 
takq  so  many  hours  a day  of  hard,  grinding 
stutjy,  leaving  only  a few  necessary  houis  for 
the  leating  of  meals  and  taking  of  rest?  Not 
at  a(ll.  She  does  say  you  must  take  a c irtaln 
number  of  hours  of  this  subject  to  take  aj  B.  S. 
degree,  and  so  many  hours  of  that  to  get  kn  A. 
B.,  and  so  on,  but  these  hours  are  so  arranged 
that  you  may  have  one,  two,  three 'hours  [every 
afternoon  for  physical  exercise,  recreation,  and 
menjtal  relaxation,  for  you  know  how  all  work 
and  no  play  makes  Jack  a very  dull  and  stupid 
boy. 

While  no  effort  is  made  to  graduate  physical 
giants  and  prize  fighters,  yet  the  authorlt|es  do 
go  to  a great  deal  of  pains  and  some  expense 
to  make  It  possible  to  develop  your  physical  be- 
ing along  with  your  mental.  What  matters  it 
how  brilliant  you  are  if  you  lose  your  health  and 
are  an  invalid  or  a semi-invalid;  how  can  you 
accomplish  things?  If  this  is  true  of  men  in 
general,  how  much  truer  is  it  of  a docteir,  the 
one1  on  whom  we  all  call  when  we  have  as  ache 
. or  a pain — real  or  imaginary?  Hof  ckn  he 
stand  the  strain  of  work,  day  and  night,  twin  or 
shine,  all  the  time,  everywhere,  Sunday  aj>  well 
as  during  the  week.  If  he  is  a physical 
ling?  v\nd  who  wants  to  consult  an  Inv 
find  out  how  to  keep  well?  It  is  as  bad 
suiting  a bald  headed  barber  about  how 
vent  falling  of  the  hair.  Thus  we  sc 
.Mississippi  College  takes  care  of  her 
doctors  by  giving  them  a good  physique,

An|l  what  does  she  do  for  her  students  men- 
ially? Any  one  who  has  done  four  years  of 
college  work  at  Clinton  and  has  been  compelled 
to  pap  the  examinations  prescribed  by  the  pro- 
ressoijs  of  mathematics,  chemistry,  physics, 
Latin:  and  Greek  will  vouch  for  the  truthfulness 
of  tip  statement  that  a mental  ^sluggard  has  no 
place  in  the  school.  If  the  old  college  does 
not  tikin  students  thoroughly,  why  is  it  she  can 
claim  so  many  of  the  prosecuting  attorneys  over 
this  and  her  sister  states  as  alumni?  Why  so 
many  j judges,  superintendents  of  education,  pres- 
ident!! of  colleges,  professors,  successful  busi- 
ness men,  and  last,  but  not  least,  so  many  phy- 
sicians? 

The  regular  work  done  at  Mississippi  College 
in  thd  chemical  laboratories,  in  physics,  in  I<atlu 
and  Greek,  all  go  to  help  make  a most  solid 
foundation  on  which  to  build  the  superstructure 
of  a physician.  After  I had  finished  at  Missis- 
sippi College  I went  to  a leading  Southern  uni- 
versity to  take  my  medical  course.  There  I 
found  only  14  per  cent  of  the  men  were  literary 
graduates.  At  that  time  we  were  allowed  to 
do  tip  tour'  years  work  in  three  years,  provided 
we  were  holders  of  a B.  S.  or  a B.  A.  degree 
from  la  reputable  literary  Institution — and  Mis- 
sissippi College  graduates  Invariably  did  so 
easily;  on  account  of  the  excellent  ground  work 
in  thp  regular  course. 

Then  there  is  the  question  of  morals.  What 
sort  of  a man,  morally,  should  a physician  be? 
He  should  be  beyond  reproach,  for  does  he  not 
go  Into  our  homes  to  heal  our  mothers,  wives 
and  djaugbters,  and  does  he  not  get  as  close,  or 
even  ploser,  to  our  loved  ones  than  our  minis- 
ter? We  tell  him  things  about  our  physical 
condition  that  necessarily  bear  upon  our  moral 
and  religious  behavior,  that  we  would  not  dare 
tell  oip  pastor.  If  he  Is  not  what  he  should  be, 
morally,  will  It  not  be  only  a question  of  time 
when  he  will  take  advantage  of  some  of  these 
secrets  that  we  try  so  hard  to  conceal? 

Anq  how  does  Mississippi  College  care  for  the 
morale  of  her  young  men?  By  having  the  most 
moral  lot  of  instructors  it  is  possible  to  get  to 
show'  by  their  daily  living  that  the  only  life 
worth  while  Is  the  morally  sound  life,  thab  the 
immoral  man  may  seemingly  succeed  where  his 
more  moral  brother  or  neighbor  may  not,  but 
that  ^his  prosperity  Is  accidental  or  only  tem- 
porary at  best,  and  that  we  may  bo  sure  “our 
sins  will  find  us  out,"  sooner  or  later — usually 
soonef.  By  having  a very  enthusiastic  Sun- 
day School  and  church,  B.  Y.  P.  U„  and  Y.  M. 
O A.  j The  church,  at  Clinton  Is  always  blessed 
with  pno  of  our  brainiest  and  most  Instructive 
pastors.  Mississippi  College  not  only  teaches 
and  pleaches  to  the  young  men  to  be  moral,  but 
shows  them  how  to  live  moral  lives  by  IWIng 
that  l^lnd  of  life  before  their  very  eyes  dally.  I 
know  of  no  community  with  higher  Ideala  Of 
right  pnd  wrong  than  Clinton.  And  a majority 
of  thd  students  that  stay  there  long  enough  to 
graduate  come  away  with  a highly  developed 
sense  of  right  and  wrong,  a quality  that  wilt 
go  wl^h  them  through  life  and  steer  them  clear 
of  mkny  rocks  and  rough  places.  The  phy- 
sician who  la,  in  addition  to  being  a graduate 
of  a recognized  medical  college,  a graduate  of 
MissIgjBlppI  College,  is  usually  a safe  man, 
moraljy. 

Thej  often  quoted  saying,  "It  is  not  good  for 
man  t°  be  alone,"  Is  most  generally  used  In 
persuading  some  one  to  get  married,  and  while 
that  may  be  one  version  of  Its  meaning,  there 
is  another.  It  may  also  mean  that  we  cannot 
live  ap  we  should  without  a certain  amount  of 
social ! intercourse.  At  Clinton,  the  son  of  the 
wealthy  man  learns  to  be  democratic,  and  the 
poor  4on  of  a farmer  learns  that  It  Is  only  true 
worthLtbat  counts,  and  that  he  will  receive  the 
same  attention  and  consideration,  provided  he 
is  whiit  he  should  be,  as  the  boy  whose  father 
has  spme  building  on  the  campus  named  for 
him  ojn  account  of  bis  generosity.  He  learns 
that  So-called  "society’*  as  an  end  is  a hollow 
mockpry,  a delusion  and  a snare,  but  that  it

great,  for  they  advertise  the  college  as  hardly 
any  other  agency  can.  This  strong  evangelistic 
force  comes,  In  the  main,  through  the  well  or- 
ganized Bible  department  of  the  college.  This 
department  practically  organized  and  built  up 
by  Dr.  Sproles,  has  been  fortunate  in  securing 
Dr.  Provence  to  carry  on  the  work.  Being  a 
man  trained  in  the  art  of  making  and  delivering 
sermons,  he  is  enabled  to  give  the  young  men 
who  come  under  hia  tuition  the  very  beet  in- 
struction. 

But  the  work  as  described  above,  is  merely 
incidental.  When  the  last  word  has  been  said. 

It  Is  clearly  understood  that  the  agency  through 
whlcn  the  Kingdom  of  God  Is  to  be  brought  In, 
is  the  pastorate.  Whatever  contributes  most  to 
the  strength  of  the  pastors,  adds  most  to  the 
ministry,  for  “preachers  are  to  be  thought  of 
as  men  mediating  the  thinking  and  spirit  of 
Jesus  to  humanity  in  all  the  ways  they  act  aa 
ministers  of  the  gospel  of  Christ.”  The  col- 
lege has  been  under  the  control  of  the  Missis- 
sippi Baptist  State  Convention  for  64  years.  A 
simple  comparison  of  the  strength  of  the  minis- 
try at  tho  beginning  of  this  period  and  now 
will  properly  emphasize  the  value  of  the  college 
to  the  ministry.  It  is  not  to  be  understood  that 
the  men  of  that  early  time  were  not  as  much 
devoted  to  their  work  and  that  they  did  not  meet 
* r®*  the  measure  of  their  opportunity,  Just  as  one 
of  the  most  useful  men  in  Mississippi  said  to  me, 

"I  am  not  a college  man,  but  I insist  on  all 
t0  young  men  who  come  under  my  influence  to  go 
to  college,  for  the  circumstances  In  which  I 
**"  have  done  my  work  will  never  exist  in  Missis- 
sippi, and  aa  time  passes  the  demand  for  trained 
men  will  Increase. 

As  evangelists  under  the  State  Board  and  the 
Home  Board,  the  college  has  been  a liberal  con- 
tributor. With  B.  Simmons  and  E.  D.  Solo- 
mon In  the  State  work,  and  recently  with  J.  P.

The  college  has  also  contributed  largely  and 
strongly  to  the  evangelistic  forces  of  the  Home 
Board.  It  Is  with  pride  that  I point  to  euch 
men  as  W.  P.  Price,  Harmon  Holcomb,  and  W. 

A.  McComb  who  served  so  faithfully  and  well 
in  this  capacity.  Two  of  this  trio  are  now  In 
charge  of  large  and  Important  pastorates  in  Geor- 
gia, while  as  is  well  known,  Dr.  McComb  is  push- 
ing to  a successful  close  the  great  endowment 
movement. 

In  addition  to  all  this,  the  State  secretaryship 
A large  number  of  lia8  l)een  Ailed  throughout  the  organized  work 
by  college  contributions,  with  the  exception  of 
the  Incumbency  of  Dr.  J.  T.  Christian.  Not 
only  thla,  but  the  secretary  as  well  as  the  pres- 
ident of  the  Home  Board,  are  contributions  of 
the  college. 

The  college  has  played  an  Important  part  In 
the  work  of  foreign  missions  as  a glance  at  Italy. 

Africa,  China,  Japan,  and  Mexico,  will  reveal. 

The  work  of  the  devout  men  who  have  wrought 
In  these  fields  respectively  will  go  down  through 
the  coming  ages  as  a benediction  to  humanity, 
and  will  reflect  a continuous  glory  on  the  name 
of  the  Institution  which  had  so  large  a part  In 
the  preparation  of  these  men  for  their  great 
work.

MISSISSIPPI  COLLEGE  AX  EVANGELIZING 
AGENCY.

The  great  task  of  Christians  is  to  make  Christ 
known,  unto  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth. 
Hence  the  fundamental  purpose  in  the  operation 
of  any  Christian  enterprise  should  look  toward 
the  accomplishment  of  that  great  task,  and  all 
Christian  institutions  should  serve,  either  di- 
rectly or  indirectly,  as  evangelizing  agencies. 
t Does  Mississippi  College  serve  as  such? 

Yes.  Directly,  Mississippi  College  has  beeu 
the  means  of  the  salvation  of  hundreds  of 
>oung  men.  Over  400  attend  school  here  every 
year.  Many  of  these  young  men  are  unsaved 
when  they  enter.  But,  coming  In  constant  con- 
tact with  the  wholesome  Christian  influences 
to  be  found  here  — such  as  Christian  teachers,  a 
devoted  pastor,  regular  preaching  and  prayer- 
meeting  services,  a good  Sunday  School,  an  A-l 
B.  Y,  P.  U..  a splendid  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  pro- 
tracted revival  meetings — many  of  them  are  con- 
verted I haven't  the  statistics  in  hand,  but 
1 am  sure  that  during  the  64  years  of  her  Bap- 
tist history.  Mississippi  College  has  in  this  way 
been  instrumental  In  leading  many  hundreds  of 
young  men  to  our  Lord.  During  one  session 
I remember,  about  one  hundred  professed  con- 
version. Men  enter  some  educational  insti- 
tutions believers  in  God  and  Christianity  and 
come  out  atheists  Men  have  entered  Missis- 
sippi College  atheists  and  came  oujt  Christians. 
One  of  the  most  promising  young  preachers  we 
have  entered  Mississippi  College  an  in  Adel.  Di- 
rectly is  Mississippi  College  an  evangelizing 
agency?  J , 

Then,  indirectly,  is  our  college  an  evangel- 
izing agency — In  several  ways  Fifst,  in  train- 
ing and  turning  out  evangelistic  wdrkers.  The 
splendid  Christian  organizations  among  the  stu- 
dents, fdstered  by  the  Clinton  church,  afford 
most  excellent  opportunities  for  development  in 
the  personal  service  of  soul-winning/  This  ex- 
plains why  the  man's  remark  is  true.  A prom- 
inent brother  made  this  remark:  "I  have  ob- 
served that,  as  a rule,  Mississippi  College  men 
are  active  church  workers.” 

In  the  second  place,  Mississippi  College  serves 
indirectly  as  an  evangelizing  agency  by  supply- 
ing churches  with  trained  pastors  who  do  the 
work  of  evangelists.  About  a hundred  young 
ministers  attend  school  at  Clinton  every  year. 
Here  they  receive  great  mental  and  spiritual 
training  for  their  high  calling.  Many  of  them 
enter  the  Aeld  with  their  sickles  sharp  to  reap 
souls  for  the'  Master  by  the  thousand. 

Again,  the  theological  course  at  Mississippi 
College  is  thoroughly  and  soundly  evangelistic. 

Not  only  preachers  but  ail  students,  before  grad- 
uating, are  required  to  take  work  l|n  this  de- 
partment. In  this  way  much  sane  evangelistic 
sentiment  is  disseminated. 

Our  State  Is  strongly  Baptist.  TJie  last  D. 

" rensns  gives  us  54  per  cent  of  the  entire 
church  membership.  This  is  a great  evangelis- 
Hc  victory.  To  the  evangelizing  services  of 
Mississippi  College  this  victory  can.  In  large 
measure,  be  attributed. 

But  no  institution  can  claim  to  the  evangelical 
in  the  true  sense,  that  does  not  look  b^ypnd  the 
borders  of  its  own  Immediate  territory.  The 
Acid  is  the  world.  Does  Mississippi  have  the 
world-wide  vision  of  evangelism?  Emphati- 

cally, yes!  First  of  all,  the  Clinton  church  is 
enthusiastically  foreign-missionary.  Strong  < 
sermons  by  the  pastor  and  addresses  and  lee-  I 
tnres  by  visiting  men  and  return  missionaries 
are  delivered  every  session  from  her  pulpit.  This  I 
furnishes  -a  very  congenial  atmospher^  for  the  i 
development  of  a healthy  foreign-mission  senti-  I 
nient  among  the  students. 


Again,  the  mission  study  classes  and  the  cam- 
paign for  contributions  conducted  among  the 
students  are  a very  potent  factor  In  developing 
a substantial  foreign  mission  character.  The 
one  is  educational,  the  other  practical.  Both 
are  inspirational. 

But  the  greatest  argument  for  Mississippi  Col- 
lege in  her  world-wide  evangelizing  Interest  is 
in  her  sons  who  are  serving  as  missionaries  in 
many  foreign  lands  and  in  those  who  are  stand- 
ing as  volunteers  ready  to  enter  that  service 
should  the  Lord  open  the  wav.  At  least  95 
per  cent  of  the  missionaries  on  the  foreign  Acids 
today  were  educated  in  denominational  schools. 
We  rpnnot  intelligently  believe  In  the  evangeli- 
zation of  the  heathen  without  believing  in  de- 
nominational schools. 

So  Mississippi  College  stands  for  evangelism 
at  school,  at  home  and  abroad.  Those  who  are 
supporting  this  school  are  doing  a fundamental, 
far-reaching  evangelizing  work. 

MISSISSIPPI  COLLEGE.  A FACTOR  FOR 
RIGHTEOUSNESS.

Three  words.  In  the  above  caption,  catch  the 
attention  of  every  friend  of  the  Institution.  "Mis- 
sissippi College,”  a watchword  In  aliqost  every 
hamlet  in  the  State!  “Factor,”  not  so  familiar, 
possibly,  but  may  be  deAned  as  "one  of  the 
causes  producing  a certain  result."  "Right- 
eousness.” that  result  "to  be  found  in  the  right.” 
"conformity  to  the  right  standard.”  Let  us 
couple  up.  To  borrow  a word,  factor  would 
be  the  "coupling  pin.”  connecting  the  fore 
wheels  of  a great  institution  with  the  hind 
wheels  of  a great  principle. 

Mississippi  College  is  a Christian  Institution 
This  means  that  the  school  Is  owned  and  con- 
trolled by  a Christian  organization,  founded 
upon  Christian  principles,  manned  by  Christian 
teachers,  permeated  and  dominated  by  a Chris- 
tian atmosphere,  to  the  end  that  the  college 
may  serve  the  Baptist  denomination  of  Missis- 
sippi in  advancing  the  Kingdom  of  God  through 
the  men  educated,  and  trained  and  sent  out. 
The  aim  of  a Christian  institution  is  to  produce 
scholarship,  but  much  more— Christian  schol- 
arship: to  produce  manhood,  but  much  more— 
Christian  manhood;  to  produce  citizens,  but 
much  more — Christian  citizens;  to  furnish  men 
for  ofAclal  positions,  but  much  more — Chris- 
tian ofArlals:  to  furnish  the  processions  with 
thoroughly  equipped  men.  but  much  more— 
Christian  lawyers,  Christian  doctors,  Christian 
bankers,  Christian  merchants,  Christian  farmers. 

As  a Christian  Institution  meets  these  needs 
It  becomes  increasingly  a potent  factor  for  right- 
eougnesfc.  4 

Is  Mississippi  College  making  good  as  a fac- 
tor for  righteousness  according  to  these  stand- 
ards’ I unhesitatingly  answer,  yes.  Sta- 
tistics would  be  interesting  at  this  point,  if  we 
had  them.  What  per  cent  of  students  enter 
the  college  not  Christians?  What  per  cent 
leave  not  Christians?  What  per  cent  go  out 
and  become  Christian  leaders?  How  many  men 
are  called  to  preach  the  gospel  through  Influ. 
epees  brought  to  bear  upon  them  while  In  the 
college?  These  statistics  would  be  extremely 
interesting  But  I am  sure  that  such  statistics 
would  be  a glorious  conArmation  of  the  fact  that 
Mississippi  College  is  a potent  factor  for  right- 
eousness. 

I bear  personal  testimony.  A catalog  of  the 
college  accident ly  fell  Into  my  hands  some  years 
ago.  I read  it  and  decided  to  go  to  Clinton. 

The  school  had  done  a better  job  with  better 
material,  but  I shall  never  know  how  much  I • 
am  indebted  to  godly  teachers  and  a healthy 
Christian  atmosphere  during  those  three  yearn 
In  Mississippi  College,  for  formative  influences, 
which  have  bad  much  to  do  with  shaping  mv 
life.  Three  of  my  class  decided  to  preach  the 
gospel  after  graduation.  This  testimony  can

MISSISSIPPI  COLLEGE.

Mississippi  College  was  chartered  as  Hem- 
stead  Academy  by  the  legislature  of  1826.  It 
was  first  owned  by  the  citizens  of  Clinton.  In 
1837  the  charter  was  changed  to  Mississippi 
Academy. 

The  citizens  of  Clinton  gave  the. school  to  the 
Presbyterians  of  Mississippi  on  condition  that 
they  would  continue  to  run  It  as  an  educational 
Institution.  They  ran  It  for  several  years,  but^ 
finally  It  reverted  to  the  citizens  of  Clinton,  and 
in  turn  they  offered  It  to  the  Baptists  of  Mis- 
sissippi. In  1850  the  Baptist  Conventlbn  of 
Mississippi  accepted  the  school  and  at  once  had 
the  charter  changed  to  Mississippi  College.  From 
that  time  till  the  present  the  college  has  been 
owned  and  operated  by  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Convention.  Thus  for  sixty-four  years  Missis- 
sippi College  has  been  a source  of  supply  to  this 
great  and  growing  denomination.  Being  the 
oldest  school  In  the  State,  she  has  furnished  ed- 
ucational opportunities  for  the  leading  citizens 
In  every  calling  of  life,  not  only  for  Mississippi  * 
but  for  the  world.  Her  sons  are  In  almost 
every  Southern  State,  filling  positions  of  trust 
and  usefulness  with  credit,  and  also  many  are 
In  foreign  lands. 

She  has  college  presidents,  professors,  teach- 
ers, lawyers,  judges,  physicians,  bankers,  mer- 
chants, farmers,  planters,  machinists,  preachers, 
secretaries  of  boards,  mechanics,  and  In  fact 
both  her  graduates  and  under-graduates  are  fill- 
ing with  distinction  every  calling  in  life. 

Three  years  ago  the  State  Convention  voted 
to  launch  another  campaign  for  enlarging  the* 
institution  in  order  to  meet  the  growing  needs 
of  today.

This  $200.0  )*  .00  mi  « be  sub- 
scribed by  June  first  of  this  year  (lUMI  If 
It  Is  subscribed  r>y  June  first  th»n  we  have  five 
yeark  in  which  to  make  the  collectle  ,s  and  as 
fast  as  we  get  this  collected  we  can  check  on 
the  [EC'-iatiou  Society  for  fifty  per  cent  cf  the 
amount  collected  from  this  subscription  up  till 
October  1st,  1918.  Whatever  we  fall  to  get 
collected  by  that  time  of  the  $200,000.00  we 
lose  a proportionate  amount  of  the  $100,000.00 
of  the  Education  Board.  But  we  will  lose  all 
unlqss  we  get  It  all  subscribed  by  June  first,  of 
this  year.

A CALL  TO  PH  A VEIL 


To  the  churches  and  pastors  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention: 

Dear  Brethren:  J 

The  undersigned  being  a commission  appoint- 
ed by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  at  Its 
last  meeting  to  consider  methods  for  Improv- 
ing the  efficiency  of  the  convention  In  all  Its 
work,  have  been  giving  thoughtful  considera- 
tion to  the  problems  set  before  us.  We  shall 
have  a report  to  make  to  the  convention  giving 
the  results  of  our  deliberations.  In  studying 
these  problems  and  in  considering  the  conditions 
of  the  time,  we  are  profoundly  convinced  that 
there  is  great  need  of  a deeper  spiritual  life 
throughout  the  bounds  of  our  convention.  The 
worldliness  of  many  professing  Christians,  the 
difficulties  confronting  the  work  of  our  churches 
and  pastors  In  all  departments,  the  many  and 
pressing  problems  of  our  religions  life  today 
are  sufficient  to  awaken  grave  concern  and  call 
for  earnest  prayer.  We  feel  that  the  next  meet- 
ing of  our  convention  ought  to  be  one  of  great 
spiritual  power.  We,  therefore,  venture  to 
send  this  appeal  to  our  brethren  urgently  re- 
questing all  in  their  private  and  public  devo- 
tions between  now  and  the  meeting  of  the  con- 
vention to  give  themselves  ardently  In  prayer 
and  supplication.  Let  us  most  earnestly  and 
fervently  pray  that  God  will  visit  His  people 
with  a true  revival  of  piety  and  devotion,  that 
our  pastors  and  leaders  may  be  endued  afresh 
with  power  from  on  high,  that  our  boards  and 
secretaries  and  other  workers  may  be  granted 
wisdom  and  grace  In  their  great  and  responsible 
service,  and  especially  that  the  approaching 
meeting  of  the  convention  at  Nashville  may  be 
one  of  great  spiritual  renewal  and  consecration. 
I^t  those  who  expect  to  attend  the  meeting  come 
in  the  spirit  of  prayer,  with  the  purpose  to  take 
active  and  earnest  part  In  the  work  and  service 
of  the  convention,  tfiat  so  the  Spirit  of  God  may 
come  upon  us  In  mighty  power  because  ofour 
deep  need  and  foi  the  greater  glory  of  our  Lord 
and  Savior. 

We  fraternally  request  that  all  pastors  Into 
whose  hands  this  call  may  come  will  read  it  to 
their  congregations  and  lead  and  urge  all  our 
brethren  and  sisters  everywhere  throughout  our 
churches  to  unite  in  fervent  prayers  for  the  ap- 
proaching meeting  of  the  convention.

We  had  a very  sad  experience  a few  days 
since.  There  came  to  the  hospital  a young  man 
and  hls  sick  wife.  They  came  from  a country 
community  and  made  a plea  for  acceptance  at 
the  hospital  although  unable  to  pay.  We  were 
forced  to  shy  to  them.  "It  seems  Impossible  for 
us  to  take  you.” 

Why?  Were  we  full?  No.  Then  why? 
Because  we  were  already  doing  more  charity 
work  khan  our  meagre  income  would  permit. 
He  went  to  another  institution,  but  was  not  re- 
ceived. The  surgeon  In  charge  agreed,  how- 
ever, that  If  she  would  stop  at  a cheap  boarding 
house  and  come  from  there  to  hls  Institution  he 
would  treat  her.  This  they  tried  two  days  with 
very  unsatisfactory  results.  Again,  he  came 
to  plead  with  us.  and  In  the  face  of  financial  con- 
ditions we  could  not  turn  them  away.  As  I 
have  Intimated,  we  have  many  such  pleas.  Now 
we  are  your  servants  9nd  ask  you  what  must  we 
do  under  such  circumstances?  Shall  we  In- 
variably tell  them,  “No!”  and  turn  them  back 
to  suffer  and  perchance  die?  God  forbid. 

Let  me  make  a few  suggestions:  First.  let 
each  church  and  community  have  a committee 
on  the  sick,  and  when  there  are  unfortunate  sick 
people  that  need  treatment  that  can  only  be 
secured  In  a hospital,  arrange  through  that  com- 
mittee to  bear  part  of  the  expense  of  such  treat- 
ment. 

r Second,  let  Individuals,  W.  M.  U’a,  Sunday 
.Schools  and  churches  contribute  to  a benevo- 
lent fund.  The  hospital  as  It  Is  todav  ought  to 
be  entrusted  with  at  least  one  thousand  dollars 
per  year  to  be  used  In  this  way. 

The  doctors  who  practice  at  our  hospital  are 
willing  and  glad  to  treat  such  cases  without 
charge.  All  they  ask  Is  that  people  do  not 
impose  upon  their  generosity.  We  are  run- 
ning the  hospital  just  as  economically  as  possi- 
ble, and  we  are  doing  all  and  more  benevolent 
work  than  ran  really  be  afforded  without  out- 
side help.  We  are  grateful  to  those  who  are 
sending  us  from  time. to  time  butter,  eggs,  and 
chickens  and  household  furnishings.  More  of 
such  could  be  used  to  advantage,  but  ettl]  we 
need  money  to  meet  bills  made  In  the  care  of 
those  wha  are  not  able  to  pay.  Seriously  con- 
sider these  statements  and  come  to  our  rescue.

MURK  ABOUT  MORMONISM. 

It  would  seem  that  Mormonism.  in  it#  false- 
ness and  vileness,  had  been  so  fully  and  sp  often 
exposed  that  It  might  be  expected  to  fadj^  away 
and  die.  But,  as  a matter  of  fact,  it  i|  doing 
nothing  of  the  kind.  It  is  growing,  anjl  dom- 
inates in  both  religion  and  politics  n<|t  only 
Utah,  but  eastern  Idaho,  and  is  gaining;  in  in- 
fluence in  other  parts  of  the  country  arid  with 
the  Federal  government.  In  view  of  whit  Mor- 
monism  really  is.  the  fact  that  a Mormbn  was 
the  chosen  personal  representative  of  President 
Taft  In  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  i$  a fact 
which  Is  startling  to  all  who  have  any  citre  for 
the  purity  and  preservation  of  the  famllM  or  for 
the  spread  of  Christianity. 

It  may  seem  needless,  but  perhaps  it  li  worth 
while,  to  repeat  that  Mormonism  is  paganism. 
It  teaches  that  there  are  many  gods,  oil  whom 
Adam  was  the  first,  and  that  Jesus  Christ  and 
Joseph  Smith  are  later  gods;  that  all  gois  were 
at  first  human  and  imperfect,  if  not  sinful,  and 
that  all  were  married  and  begat  children,  and 
still  continue  to  do  so;  that  Jesus  Christ  was 
married  at  Cana  of  Galilee,  the  turning  of  water, 
to  wine  having  taken  place  at  His  own  wtedding, 
and  that  He  afterwards  married  in  a polygamous 
way.  both  of  the  sisters.  Martha  and  Njary,  of 
Bethany.  Although  it  Is 'publicly  stated  that 
polygamy  has  been  abandoned,  the  confession

of  President  Joseph  F.  Smith  in  his  examination 
before  the  United  Btates  Serjate  showed  that  he 
and  others  were  still  living  in  polygamy,  and 
the  Denver  Tribune  published  265  cases  of  re- 
cent polygamous  marriage#,  giving  names  and 
addresses,  any  one  of  which  would  have  exposed 
the  paper  to  a suit  for  libel  if  it  had  not  been  i 
true;  Not  a single  prosecution  has  followed. 

But  Mormonism  is  more  than  paganism.  It 
is  a revival  or  reptitlon  of  the  worst  form  of 
paganism;  that  paganism  anciently  known  as 
phallic  paganism,  and  exemplified  in  the  rites 
of  the  worship  of  Baal  and  Moloch  or  the  deify- 
ing of  the  sexual  relation.  Mormonism  can- 
not be  purified  because  its  fundamental  and  es- 
sential doctrine  is  that  no  one  can  reach  the 
state  of  perfection  and  happiness  except  through 
marriage,  or  polygamy,  which  Is  the  Mormon 
ideal  of  the  marriage  relation.  The  law 
against  polygamy  is  useless,  because,  according 
to  Mormon  belief,  obedience  to  that  law  would 
consign  a person  to  eternal  misery.  Like  the 
liquor  traffic,  the  only  way  to  reform  Mormon- 
ism  Is  to  exterminate  It. 

The  classes  of  people  among  whom  Mormon- 
ism wins  its  converts  increases  the  difficulty 
of  fighting  It.  It  Is  not  making  progress  among 
intelligent  people  who  can  read  the  abundant 
literature  in  which  its  falseness  and  evil  are  ex- 
, poked.  Its  gains  are  from  three  sources;  First, 
from  the  rapid  natural  Increase  of  polygamous 
families;  second,  from  reeruits  gained  by  Mor- 
mon  missionaries  among  the  poorer  people  of 
Europe  and  the  immigrants  to  this  country;  and, 
third,  from  among  the  poor  whites  of  the  South- 
ern States.  Not  much  apparently  can  be  done 
to  check  Mormon  growth  from  the  first  two 
causes.  But  it  seems  that  more  active  and  ef- 
fective work  might  be  done  to  thwart  its  prop- 
aganda in  the  South,  where,  it  is  said,  it  is  gain- 
ing one  thousand  converts  a year.  This  offers 
a challenge  and  a spur  to  all  Christian  churches, 
pastors  and  missionary  bodies  of  the  Southern 
States. 

The  best  book  on  Mormonism  by  far  is  Kin- 
ney’s "Mormonism,  the  Islam  of  America."  It 
is  an  exhaustive,  well  analyzed,  true  and  cogent 
exposition  of  the  evils  and  untruths  of  Mormon- 
ism in  all  their  phases,  and  one  who  has  this 
bopk  hardly  needs  more.  Tha’t  society  and 
the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society  of 
New  York,  and  the  Woman's  American  Baptist 
Home  Mission  Society  of  /Chicago  and  Boston, 
can  supply  erfbellent  tracts  and  pamphlets  on 
the  subject.  The  Utah  Gospel  Mission^of  Cleve- 
land, Ohio,  also  offers  free  to  Baptist  pastors 
in  the  Southern  States  two  excellent  tracts. 
"Why  I Could  Never  Be  a Mormon,"  and  "In- 
cidents and  Anecdotes  Illustrating  Mormonism." 
We  commend  the  latter  especially  for  practical 
uije.  It  is  made  up  almost  entirely  of  the  tes- 
timonies of  persons  who  have  been  deceived  by 
Mormon  missionaries  and  have  found  out  the 
evils  of  "The  Church  of  the  Latter  Day  Saints” 
by  woeful  personal  experience.  Send  a one- 
cejnt  stamp  for  copies.  •'  We  urge  the  brethren 
in  the  South  to  take  this  matter  in  hand,  and 
fight  this  insidious  heathenism  in  our  own  land 
vigorously  and  effectively. — Watchman-Exami-

HOW  ONE  HOY  WAS  CALLED  TO 
PREACH. 


Once  upon  a time  there  lived  In 
Vlernau,  near  Erfurth,  in  the  middle 
of  Germany,  a man  by  the  name  of 
Otto  Hoffman.  He  had  eleven  girls 
and  two  boys,  and  to  each  of  his 
thirteen  children  he  gave  thirty  acres 
of  land  outside  of  the  village  and 
house  and  barn  In  the  village.  The 
rh.er  of  the  boys,  John  Valentine 
Hoffman,  being  highly  educated,  de- 
slrec  to  study  for  the  ministry,  but 
•her  would  not  consent,  so  he 
stayed  as  the  young  man  of  the 
family.  He  fell  In  love  with  th 
poorest  girl  in  the  little  city,  and  In 
this  matter  he  did  not  give  in,  so  at 
last  he  got  the  consent  of  his  father 
and  married  the  poor  Cinderella  of 
the  plaoe. 

They  both  were  honest  and  Chris- 
tian young  people  and  married  with 
the  intention  of  raising  just  as  many 
children  as  the  Father  In  Heaven 
would  be  pleased  to  give  them.  Dur- 
ing their  married  life  God  gave  them 
eight  boys  and  seven  girls.  Of  the 
boys  only  the  fourth  one  lived — he 
is  Pastor  Hoffman,  about  whom  I'm 
now  going  to  tell  my  readers  some 
interesting  facts — the  other  seven 
dear  little  fellows  all  died  before 
they  were  a year  old.  The  seven 
girls  of  the  family  all  lived  to  be 
married. 

John  Jacob  Hoffman,  the  only  one 
of  eight  boys  to  live,  was  born  on  a 
Sunday,  the  12th  day  of  June,  A.  D., 
1842.  In  1843  his  father,  John 
Valentine  Hoffman,  sold  hts  posses- 
sions, and  moving  to  Prussian  Pol- 
and, bought  out  a Polish  nobleman. 
Now  the  little  fellow  from  the  man- 
sion could  gradually  grasp  the  vast- 
ness of  his' father’s  newly  acquired 
possessions— -a  vast  expense  of  level 
soil — a fish  pond  covering  five  acres 
of  land,  fed  by  a limpid  stream; 
about  a hundred  head  of  cattle,  sev- 
eral hundred  sheep,  fifty  horses,  etc. 

I know  that  the  young  chap,  being 
called  Jacob  by  his  middle  name, 
with  bis  two  older  sisters  were  used 
to  slake  their  thirst  directly  from 
the  milk-fountain  of  appreciating 
mother-sheep  among  the  vast  flock. 
In  this  way  the  little  fellow  grew  to 
be  six  years  of  age.  Then  came  the 
great  revolution  of  1848.  John 
Valentine  Hoffman  scarcely  got  any- 
thing for  all  he  possessed,  but  had 
to  flee  back  to  save  his  life.  He 
managed  to  buy  some  property  in  a 
neighboring  village.  This  village  Is 
called  Kuehndorf,  only  five  English 
niiies  from  Viernau,  the  birthplace 
of  the  Hoffmans.  In  Kuehndorf 
our  little  six-year-old  boy  with  his 
two  older  sisters  went  to  school  just 
half  a day*  and  never  again.  It 
happened  like  this:  On  that  fore- 
noon it  was  the  teacher's  business  to

the  city,  to  bring  as  guests  the  poor 
and  malm  and  halt  and  blind.  When 
this  was  done,  still  there  was  room 
for  the  preparation  had  been  for 
many;  the  servant  goes  out  beyond 
the  city  gates,  and  by  earnest  and 
urgent  invitation  brings  in  from  the 
highways  and  hedges  those  who  had 
been  without  expectation  of  so  gra- 
cious a call.  The  Lord  Jesus  looks 
back  in  this  story  to  His  own  coming 
into  the  world,  when  "He  came  unto 
His  own,  and  His  own  received  Him
